Work of the Moravian Brethren In 
Canada’s Frozen Land. 

In Chambers’ Journal, H. Hesketh 
Prichard has an article on the Mora- 
vicn Mission Stations in Labrador, 

All the world over, he writes, are 
at ‘the missionary outposts of the 
Moravian Church, and their converts 
outnumber the members of the parent 
establishment in the proportion § of 
five one, a record in which this 
ancient episcopal sect stands alone. 
Their labors reach strange races+Ti- 
betans, Eskimo, , Alaskans, - hunters, 
mountaineers, et¢.-yet few really un- 
derstand anything of the work they 
are doing. Aiter close upon ‘two hun- 
dred years of missionary effort they 
remain unknown to the general pub- 
lic. They never advertise themselves, 
{and in the rare instances when the 
werd Moravian finds its way into the 
papers, it is generally in connection 
with séme explorer who is recruiting 
®t a Moravian mission station or who 
touched a Moravian mission settle- 
| ment before proceeding on his voyage. 
| far and wide on the shores uf the séa 
f{ heathenism are set these light- 
houses of the Moravian Brethren, and 
vilently and steadily they pursue tneir 
work 

Nowhere this work more 
esting Yian in Labrador, where, at 
the six stations scattered over some 
| five hundred miles of a coast bitterly 
barren, they live a life hardly to be 
matched in modern times. In 1750 a 
Maravian, having visited a successiul 
Moravian settlement in Greenland, 
petitioned his bishop to be allowed to 
found a similar one in Labrador. Two 
gone later he landed with four other 

rethren, and, after building a house 
for the mission, he and his compan- 
ions were treacherously murdered by 
the Eskimo. Nothing daunted, an- 
other devoted pioneer, having first 
learnt the Eskimo language, set out 
for Labrador, and in due course ot 
time established the mission. Since 
then the work has not been allowed 
to languish. The three epatherly sta- 
tions, Makkovik. Hopedale, and Nain, 
are framed during the brief summer 
in the green of luxuriant mosses, and 
in dwarf hard-grown woods of the 
spruce and juniper, Okkak, with its 
church and hospital, lies exposed un- 
der the dark mountains. Hebron and 
Killinek, the most northerly stations 
of all, are beyond the timber limit. 
Killinek is indeed a dreary spot. With 
an average temperature much below 
freezing-point, it is the home of 
clouds, squalls, and sunless days, Yet 
it is the resort of numbers of Eskimo, 
who find it a good fishing-place for 
walrus, white whaie, and seal. 

At each of the Moravian mission- 
stations there is a missionary called 
the house-father, with his wife and 
younger children; and if the number 
of Eskimo makes it necessary also, an

is inter- 


ordained assistant and a layman 
storekeeper, who attends to the in- 
dustrial business of the store. The 


trade done by the mission is of great 
value to the natives. The Eskimos 
and the settlers bring their fish and 
| other articles to the mission store, 
and receive in return barrels of salt, 
gear for fishing or hunting, provisions, 
garments, and other supplies, The 

rices paid by the mission are liberal. 

n the case of valuable skins the 
storekeepers pays a deposit at once, 
and when the skins have been dispos- 
ed of in the London market, the whole 
amount obtained, minus a small per- 
centage, is handed over to the hunt- 
er. Lhe Eskimo alas! knows nothing 
of a banking account. He spends the 
money as fast as he can, and a few 
months later often comes. upon the 
mission funds: as a starving pauper. 
As the mission undertakes to feed the 
poor and aid the sick, as well as to 
teach them the way of life their 
trade is an uncertain game. ‘The mis- 
sion also provides work for most of 
the people, and the rate of wages paid 
is good, but the Eskimo are not en- 
thusiastie workers. 

It is the trade which holds the peo- 
ple together. ‘he missionaries are not 
allowed to sell anything on their own 
benali, for the irade is undertaken 
purely in the interest of the Eskimo. 
Every member of the mission, in ud- 
dition to being a preacher, is a mas- 
ter of some useful handicraft. Their 
wives, the Moravian Sisters, not only 
help in the schools and teach the wo- 
men the domestic arts, but they teud 
the sick. ‘they receive no return for 
their labors, yet the life is far more 
trying for them taan for their hus- 
bands. Cruellest of all, their children 
have to be sent home to the mission 
schools at. seven years of age. Such 
parting oiten mean practical separa- 
tion for a lifetime, and communication 
with home is restricted to one or two 
mails a year in most of the stations. 
These noble women bear their ehil- 
dren and tend them through illness 
mostly without medical aid. The se- 
verity of the climate falls more heav- 
ily ob the women also. Many prefer 
the winter, for the short summer 
awakens the mosquitoes and black 
flies, which make sitting out of doors 
impossible, 

It has ever been the wise aim of the 
Morayians to hold the Eskimo as close 
as possible to the only life which suits 
them—the life of a hunter-people of 
the Arctic—and the survival of the 
race is due to the wholesome influence 
brought to bear by the brethren, Most 
of them are now able to read aid 
write. The organist is often an Eskimo 
man or woman, and an Eskimo some. 
times leads the service,

Gookery 
Points 


No more delicious form of “candy” 
can be made than chocolate nuts, for 
which any kind of nut kernels can be 
used, almonds, Walnuts ami Brazil 
nuts being especially favored. To pre- 
pare take half a pound of slightly 
sweetened chocolate, break it into 
small pieces gnd place these in the 
upper part of a milk sattcepan,, one 
with the double pan, the lower part 
of which should be filled with very 
warin—not too hot—water. Stir the 
chocolate occasionally and when quite 
melted set it to cool, Wher rather 
less than lukewarm drop iy the blanch- 
ed kernels one by one end side by 
side, With a narrow, close pronged 
wire fork push them well under, 
Have ready a piece of waxed or con- 
fectioner’s paper and, having lifted 
out the dipped nuts, let them drain a 
second to get rid of drops of the 
chocolate, piace them carefutly side by 
side on the paper, continue the process 
till all the nuts are dipped and place 
them to set in a cool, dry place. Figs, 
dates, pines and candied fruits can be 
treated in the same way, 


Cranberry Mold. 

This should be prepared the day 
ahead, so that the berries may be prop- 
erly molded. Look over two quarts of 
the berries, wash, clean and put up In 
a granite kettle with two cups of boil- 
ing water. Cook twenty minutes, shak- 
ing the kettle often so they will not 
stick. Add four ounces of sugar and 
cook ten minutes longer, watching con- 
stantly, as they are apt to burn after 
the surar has been udded, Rinse out 
two jieily molds or bowls with cold 
water and turn the berries into them. 
Set where they will get cold. When 
ready to turn out dip the mold for an 
instant in hot water, then turn out 
on plates or a low dish, one for each 
end of the table. If these directions 
have been followed they will be in per- 
fect form. 


Walnut Cake, 

Six ounces of breadcrumbs soaked 
in a little rum. six eggs, six ounces of 
shelled walnut, ten ounces of granu- 
luted sugar. ten ounces of confection- 
er’s sugar and six drops of hot water. 
Beat the yolks and granulated sugar 
together, add the walnuts (pounded), 
the sonked breadcrumbs and the white 
of the eggs stiffly beaten, Turn into a 
well greased cake ttn and bake for 
three-quarters of an hour in a moder- 
ute oven. When cold ice as follows: 
Have some hot water in a barge bowl, 
place a small basin containing the con- 
fectioner’s sugar in this, add the hot 
‘water, stir quickly and spread over the 
cake at once, decorating with pieces of 
walnut. 

Good Tem Cakes. 

Put into the ouxing bowl two cup- 
fuls sugar, one cupful molasses, one 
cupful softened lard o butter, or half 
and half; two weil beaten eggs, two 
level teaspoonfyim sodu dissolved in a 
cupful of warta water, two teaspoon- 
fuls cinnamon, one teaspoonful cloves, 
six cupfuls flour nad 6ne cupful fruit, 
Pnglish currants, seede@ raisins, chop- 
ped prunes or nut ments, Mix soft 
and after rolling out like thick cooky 
dough cut into shapes and bake in a 
moderate, stendy oven. 


Broiled Oysters, 

Look over the aysters, rejecting bits 
of shell; dry between towels; dip in 
melt@d butter or olive oil 
with salr and pepper; heat the oyster 
broiler, wipe over with butter; lay on 
the oysters and broil over a clear fire— 
charcoal is best—rer four or five min- 
utes, turning often; serve on rounds of 
tonsted bread spread with butter and 
slightly moistened with oyster liquor; 
furnish with spriga of parsley and 
lemon. Delicious served with pickled 
peaches 

A Good Pamily Cake. 

Take half a pound of good beef drip- 
ping, one pouud and a half of flour, 
two teuspoonfuls of carhonate of soda, 
half a pound of sugar, one ounce of 
carraway seeds, oue pint of milk and 
two ounces of chonped peel. 

Rub the dripping into the flour and 
add the sugar, carraway seeds and 
peel. Dissolve the soda in the milk 
and mix into the dry ingredients. Beat 
well and bake in a moderate oven for 
an hour anda half. 

Codfish Fritters. 

_ Take one pound sart codfish; sof.« in 
water; when fresh enough boll and 
drain; pick out the bones and pound 
fish fine in a mortar; to this add chop- 
ped parsley, pepper aod tablespoon 
butter; take five onions, chop One and 
fry them in butter; scalf and peel one 
tomato; simmer {it with the onions; mix 
this thoroughly with the Osh; add three 
eges well beaten; fry in small fritters 
a light brown color.

Ottawa,—The new parliament was } 
formauiy constituted woen the meme-| 
bers took tne oath of allegiance in the 
commons chamivber and sigued the rou, 
under tne direction of Dr. ‘Tl.

GROSBEAK IS OUR FRIEND. 


Much Maligned Little Bird te Active 
Enemy of Destructive Insects. 

The grosbeak is a very mucb maligo- 
ed bird and instead of being destruc- 
tive to crops he is, on the contrary, of 
grent benefit, according to farmers’ 
bulletin 456, just issued by Secretary 
Wilson. The bulletin states that seven 
kinds of finches, commonly known as 
the grosbeak, summer within. our 
boundaries. A majority of these are 
good friends of the farmer and de- 
serve to be widely known in order 
that their services may be appreciated. 
The grossbeaks are easily distinguisb- 
ed from other finches by their stout 
form, bright plumage, massive bills 
and melodious voices. ‘They live, 
largely in agricultural regions and se- 
cure most of their food about culti- 
vated lands. They perform invaijua- 
ble service in destroying many of our 
worst insect pests. 

The rose breasted species is a great 
destroyer of the potato bug. He 
breeds over Kansas and the mountains 
of Tennessee. ‘The investigations of 
the department show tbat the bird is 
fond of green peas, but invariably con- 
sumes enough injurious insects to 
more than offset the damage. He has 
become famous for his preying on the 
Colorado potato beetle, and no less 
than one-tenth of the total food it con, 
sumes has been proved to be the pota- 
to beetle. 1t attacks the cucumber bee- 
tle. It has proved an active enemy of 
the Rocky mountain locust during that, 
insect’s ruinous invasions, and among 
the other pest it consumes are the 
spring and fall cankerworms, orchard 
and forest tent caterpillars, tussock, 
gypsy and brown tail moths, plum cur- 
culio, army worm and cinch bug. In 
fact, it attacks the worst enemies of 
agriculture. , 

The cardinal or redbird species 
fanges from southern Mexico, Lower. 
California and Arizona north to lowa 
and Ontario and east to the Atlantic 
coast. They are permanent residents,’ 
spending the summer and winter in 
the same locality. It-has been claim-, 
ed that they pull sprouting grain, but 
no evidence of damage to either grain; 
or other crops is shown from over 500, 
examinations. On the contrary, they! 
do much good. They feed on locusts, 
periodical cicada, the Colorado potato, 
beetle, the rose chafer, cotton worm,

pam or cherry scale, the zebra cater- 
pillar of the cabbage, the cucumber 
beetles, billbugs, locust flea beetle, 
corp ear worm, cotton cutworm, south- 
ern fig eater, codling moth and boll 
weevil and, in addition, are great con- 
sumers of injurious weed seeds. 

The black headed grosbeak hails 
from southern Mexico and invades 
Nortb Dakota and Nebraska. It fills 
the same place in the west that the 
grosbeak does in the east. It is a fod 
tu the worst pests of horticulture, the 
scale insect composing a fourtb of its 
food. 

The blue grosbeak breeds over the 
southern two-thirds of the United 
States and is greatly destructive to 
weevils, grasshoppers, locusts, caterpil- 
jars and worms. 

The gray grosbeak inhabits Texas, 
Arizona and New Mexico. It is a con- 
sistent enemy of the boll weevil and 
cotton worm, It also consumes great 
quantities of barmful weed seeds, 

The bulletin in its plea for the p 
tection of the grosbenk saya; “Presen 
investigations prove that the services 
of the gronbeuk ip deatroying insect 
peste are invaluable. Each, pays 
especial attention to pests 
which if unchecked would cause enor- 
mous joss. of our birds are to 


be credited with more good and with 
fewer evils than the grosbeak, aud 
Bone more clearly deserves protection 
by the practical farmer.”
